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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the applicant's amendment filed on 9/22/03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lewis 
(US 2.477,381) in view of Birum (US 3,871 ,153). 

Lewis teaches a structure of a wall partition comprising a wall surface framework 
32; the wall surface framework 32 comprises two corresponding metallic net-like plate 
34 having a plurality of holes for allowing concrete material 64 to adhere onto the net- 
like plate which inherently not allow cement to pass through the holes (see fig. 4) and 
forming a wall thickness; the metallic net-like plate 34 having a plurality of ribs 38, which 
sen/e as bending edges for increasing strength of the frameworks 32. Lewis does not 
teach expressly the framework 32 having a plurality of connecting elements, which 
including engaging slots. Birum teaches wall partition 10 comprising metallic net-like 
plate 16, concrete material 34 forming a wall structure, a plurality of connecting 
elements 38, which including slots 44 to engage the wall structure. (See fig. 2). At the 
time of the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art 
to combine Lewis and Birum for the connecting elements. The motivation for doing so 
would have been to provide securement and bracing the wall structure. 
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Lewis and Birum teach the structural elements for the wall partition as stated 
above except for the wall plates are welded together. Examiner considers this would 
have been a method of forming a device is not germane to the issue of patentability of 
the device itself. Therefore, this limitation has not been given patentable weight. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 3 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gaines (US 3,067,545), Graulich (US 5,522,194) teach wall 
structures.
